House of Representatives, Addressed the 
*. Andover Club Upon This Subject. 


A notable gathering was that at .the 
Aydover club last Monday evening when 
Hon. J. J. Myers, speaker of the Massa- 
chusetts House of Representatives, was 


present at the invitation of the club, ex- 
tended through the chairman of the en- 
tertainment committee, Representative 
John N. Cole. ‘The club members were 
present in goodly numbers and_ besides, 
many invited guests also attended. 

The speaker was. introduced ina fe- 
licitous manner by Mr. Cole, who ex- 
plained their delay in arriving at the 
club rooms by stating that the. splendid 
manner in which “Mine Host’’ Ripley of 
Phillips Inn had entertained them ac- 
counted for their being a bitlate. After 
a. few.more_pleasant—-words—he-intro- 
duced Speaker Myers. 

The burden of the remarks by this 
prominent leader of the Bay State were 
upon the workings of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, a subject 
with which he is very familiar, and one 
which proved of great interest to his 
auditors. 

Speaker Myers-in starting emphasized 
the fact that for the last two or three 
days he had not thought it possible to 
come to Andover and to do justice to the 
oceasion,. He had been working.all day 
arranging his affairs so that he might be | 
enabled tocome. He stated that he was 
going to talk out of his experience in 


years. He would not attempt to make a 
continued story but would suggest cer- 
tain facts as they occurred to him and 
which would be interesting to the busi- 
ness men of Andover. 

One of the most important questions 
now arising, and one which deeply con- 
cerns them is the mode of procedure in 
the legislature. Legislatioss cannot. be 
earried on in the increasing civilization 
without being more intricate. He stated 
that the quéstion of mode almost ex- 
ceeded in importance the questions 
themselves. As speaker he was obliged 
to take especial notice of the modes of 
procedure. ‘The .fundainental difference 
between the Massachusetts legislature 
and that of other states was unknown to 
him until he made a special study of it. 

He then went on to explain the cabi- 
net system of parliament in’ England. 
The ministry is part of the executive 
government and the ministry is responsi- 
ble for having things pushed through.

A dispatch from Hopskinville, Ky., da- 
ted April 11, tells of an important dis- 
covery which has been made there by 
the Archaeological department at Phil- 
lips Academy. ‘The dispatch states that 


the -Department of Archaeology 
of Phillips academy, has discovered 
on a farm east of that place 


what he says was the burying ground of 
a prehistoric people. Professor More- 
head exhumed ten skeletons, several be- 
ing ina fair state of preservation. He 
is making a preliminary investigation in 
that region and probably will be fol- 
lowed by a party of archaeologists from 
Yale college.

before seen a day’s service in the legisla- 
ture.’ The speaker has to take this raw 
material and make from it the com- 
mittees. These committees cannot be 
trained and brought into Working order 
short of two months.  Keports now 


_come in upon the. measures.to-be-passed 


or not, all reported and discussed ready 
be ‘acted upon, by the  bouse, 
As long as sO many Measures come 
in just so long there will be-a long 
session necessary unless some of the bills 
are shirked or crowded. When all is 
done the résult-is-a~ Blue Book which 
has more of liberal and safe legislation 
than in any other state. He mentioned the 
crank who repeatedly brings in the same 
bill, an evil which should be remedied, 
but said that. Bismarks or Napoleons 
were not necessities to the legislature 
but simply a body of “good citizens.” 
Special bills are not right. If a town 
gets ito trouble by its own foolishness 
it is better to let-it stay in trouble for a 
little while and it will’ come:out-ali the 
better in the end.

There area 
few such, These are simply the black 
spots in the legislature. He said in clos- 
ing, “On the whole, Massachusetts has 
no reason to be ashamed of her legisla- 
tive body and her Blue Book is better 
than that of any other state. The pres: 
ent system altered and purified is all 
that is necessary in the Massachusetts 
legislature.” . =

AROUND THE HUB 


School Children...Tell-of Their Visit to 
Places of Interest in and wear 
Boston, 


The recent trip of the children of the 
ninth grade of the Stowe and Braillee 
schools, to the places of interest in Bos- 
ton, has been productive of many good 
compositions on the subject, and from 
numerous~sept to the Townsman by 
Supt. Palmer, the following have been 
chosen.as the best. 


The Printing Houses 


The-Youth's Companion Building, on 
Columbus Avenue, was the first one 
visited. : 

We were kindly shown the various de- 
partments and I will give a brief de- 


| scription of them, 
The fourth floor is occupied by em--* 


ployees whore work is type-setting. 
This is done by hana and not by. the 
lindtype machine as used in most of the 
large printing houses of today,————— 
—Aiter the type is set up it goes to an 
office where it is placed under a card- 
board and pressed, so that it leaves’ an 
impression on the cardboard which in 
turn goes intoa steam heater to make 
it more distinct. It is then put intoa 
machine, called a stereotype machine, 
where some molten lead is poured on it, 
after which water is run over the lead 
tocool it. The plate is then ready to 
place on the roller in the press. 
‘'Phe-paper is unwound from the rolls 
and passes between two rollers which 
print it on both sides at the same time. 


| The paper. is. folded, trimmed into—the 


proper shape and then is ready to be 
covered. ; 

The machine that prints the’ covers 
has pans of colored ink which is fed to 
the plates of type, each color being put 
on separately. 

After the covers are put.on the papers 
they go totheshipping depattment where 
they are properly addressed for ciren- 
lation. ‘Those to be sent a long distance 
are wrapped. 

The Companion has the largest circu- 
lation of any weekly paper and requires 
three hundred and thirty miles of paper 
for a single edition. 

We next visited the Globe Building on 
Washington street. 

Here the linotype machines are used. 
These machines are Operated similar to 


atypewriter but instead of writing the | 
letters on paper the type is brought | 


down througha chute into a slot 
these in succession form a line. 
letters on these types are depressed and 
when the types have formed a line the 
operator presses a lever causing them to 
pass into a smaller space where molten 
lead is pressed against the type and al- 
lowed to cool. - After the lead type 
comes from the linotype machine it is 
used like the plain type. 

The press takes the raw paper and 
prints and foldsit at the rate of about 
twenty thousand papers of twelve pages 
each per hour,

The Printing Houses 


The first printing house we went to 
was the home of the Youths’ Companion. 
This is a large building composed of 
granite. 

We were first taken to the top story 
where we ate our lunch. In the base- 
ment is the electric plant that furnishes 
the power to run the machinery. — In 


this building the type is set by hand so 


that few mistakes are made in printing. 
The type is set ina form, and sent out- 
side the building toa place where they 
make type upon semi-circular forms. 
These forms fit on a cylinder by which 
the paper is printed. 

The machine that prints the paper 
has two cylinders covered by the semi- 
circular forms. ‘These two cylinders 
work like a clothes wringer. The paper 
feeds from a roll at one end of the ma- 
chine, through the cylinders which

print the paper on both sides at once. | 


After coming through the cylinders. it 
is cut off every two pages by a revolving 
knife, and then carried by a vice-like 
pincher, Which is carried by.a pulley 
round two small wheels, to the pile at 


_the-other-end-of the- machines ~ 


| 


The paper was then carried by trucks 
to the binding and folding machine, 
which first binds them with small steel 
wire binds and then folds them. These 
machines are very intrdcate and also 
very expensiye.. The covers are printed 
in the basement by the color machines. 

After’ being bound and folded, the 
paper.was taken to the cutting room 
where one end and the long loose side 
were shaved to make the edges smoother 
and more even. 

The papers that go West have no 
covers, like those on our New England 
edition, on account of. the advertising, 
except in special numbers.

Tke type is set here by the linotype 
machine: This has something likea 
typewriter on -the front of it, and is 
operated by aman who works it like a 
typewriter. The type is in a molten 
state in the metal pots. When the man 
presses his finger on the typewriter a 
little brass thing drops down which 
stands for a letter... When a line is fin- 
ished, a long arm comes down from the 
back of the machine, and takes them to 
the top where they are dropped one by 
one into holes made on purpose for them, 
as—A drops into A hole, B into B hole, 
and so-on-untilall have been ~ dropped. 
‘the molten lead runs into ‘a mold just 
the size of the type and here the im- 
pression is made on: it while it is still 
half molten. The type then comes out a 
line at a time and fills itself into a form, 
which is printed and read by the proof 
reader to see that no mistake is made.” 

The heavy presses are in the base- 
ment, and here the paper is printed, cut, 
and folded.

Then Mr. Palmer took us up the street 
and showed us the house that was Gen- 
eral Gage’s headquarters during the 
Revolutionary war. This house isin 
the poorest part of the city but was at 
at that time a fashionable part. 

Copp's Hill burying ground was across 
the street from this house so we visited 
| it. There is a large mound that was 
used for burying babies who were not 
baptized. ‘There are large marks on the 
monuments that were caused by English 
bullets. The Mathér tomb is in these 
grounds. At acertain time of each day 
the gates are opened and children come | 
in to play. 

We next went up to Paul Revere’s 
house. This house is in the poorest 
Italian quarter and is occupied by a 
family. While we were looking at the 
house a great many Italian men and 
boys who were waiting to go to work on 
the railroad gathered around us. They 
were laughing a great deal among them- 
selves and we heard them say, “Picni, 
Picni,” thinking we had come. on a pic- 
nic. They seemed to-be much interested 
In us. 
| Going from one street to another we

is arather beautiful building. We went

Square was ‘Trinity church. We en- 
tered by the side door and walked 
through a long corridor which led to the 
main church.

In the lower hall in the museum are 
statues. A room near this and several 
rooms on the second floor contain speci- 
mens of archaeology; such as hand 
carved ivory, swords, spears and other 
things. ‘There are also rooms containing 
coins and rings of ‘every nationality, 
models of large buildings, and Japanese | 
prints of flowers and animals. ‘There | 
are three rooms containing pictures. 
One room lias pictures of presidents-and 
their wives. One very large picture of 
Washington and.his horse is there. The 
picture, “By the River,” painted by 

LeRolle is in one of the art galleries. 
They are trying a paper leaflet which is 
called the art bulletin telling about the 
different rooms and describing some of 
the principal pictures. This is placed 
near the stairs se that people entering 
will notice it and take one if they care 
to. Many of the things that are in the 
Museum are lent by people of Boston. 

Part of our time was spent in the Pub- 
lic Library, a plain but beautiful building 
of its kind.

In 1835 the part of Boston now known 
as North End was the aristocratic part 
of the city. If you have never been 
there I think you would be as mugb gur- 
prised as I was Saturday. ; 

We visited a low-studded house here, 
sadly in need of paint, with a store 
on the lower floor. I hope you will try 
to guess whose birth-place this is, but if 
you do not know, I will tell you that it 
was Paul Revere’s. I think if he were 
to see his home now he would be greatly 
surprised, or if he were to follow his 
route to Concord through Charlestown 
over which he travelled on April 18, 
1775, he would get lost. 

As we went up the hill to the old, 
Copps’ Hill burying-ground, — Italian 
children followed us with shouting and 
hooting. Here we found the tomb of 
Cotton Mather, also the man who gave 
the signal to Paul Revere by hanging the 
lanterus iy the tower of the Old North 
church.

North church, Soloman Levi's - home, 
whose store suggested the popular col- 
lege song, and the place which was Gen- 
eral Gage'’s headquarters in the Revolu- 
tionary war.
